(LET WILSON ALONE 
STIRS CONGRESS 


The Constitution’s Edito- 
rial Evokes Favorable 
Comment in Washington. 
War Record Good, Despite 
Some Mistakes. 


By J. 0. Hollomon. 


Washington, January 25.—(Special.) 
Thursday morning’s Constitution reach- 
ed the Georgia members of the house 
shortly after 2 o’clock this afternoon 
and the editorial “Let Wilson Alone” 
instantly became the center of the 
keenest possible interest. Members 
passed it from one to another, and 
commented on its defense of the admin- 
istration, and its stinging rebuke to 
Chamberlain and others who would 
play politics at the expense of a con- 


idition that needs the heartiest co-op- 


eration and co-ordination of all Ameri- 
cans. 

The speech of Senator Chamberlain, 
while sensational in that it was pur- 
posely designed to appeal to the senti- 
mental side of the people, has fallen 
flat except that it has served to 
strengthen the tie between the admin- 
istration democrats who are deter- 
mined now that Hardwick, La Follette, 
Vardeman, Stone and the other ob- 
structionists shall not be permitted to 
make capital out of the Oregon man’s 
misguided utterances. 

That Senator Chamberlain, who comes 
from a rock-ribbed republican state and 
is elected by a republican balance of 
power should open the door for this 
unfortunate incident by accepting a 
speaking invitation from a republican 
club, and there permitting his criti- 
cisms to become loose and free, is not 
serving to strengthen his position.

The consuming districts will be form- 
ed as nearly as possibie along state 
lines, Producers in a district serving 
a specified consuming district will be 
permitted to sell in no other, and con- 
sumers will be required to purchase 
only in the districts serving their ter- 
ritory. If a consuming district through 
its state fuel administrator demands 
more coal than allotted to it, consump- 
tion will have to be curtailed unless 
the national administration decides per- 
manent or temporary readjustments 
are necessary. 

To prevent a shortage next winter, 
fuel administration officials plan to 
create in the summer reserves in every 
consuming center.

SAVANNAH T0 HAVE 
HIGHER GAS RATE 


Flat Increase in Rates of 
10 Cents Per 1,000 Cubic 
Feet Authorized by Com- 
mission as Result of War. 


The state railroad commission Friday 
granted the petition of the Savannah 
Gas Light company, asking authority 
for a flat increase in its gas rates of 
10 cents per thousand cubic feet. 

The authority is granted with the 
proviso that the Savannah Gas Light 
company shall serve its customers with 
a gas of a siandard quality, whose heat- 
ing units shall equal 575 British thermal 
units within a radius of a mile of the 
company’s central plant, with the priv- 


ilege of allowing this standard to drop, 


not below 665 British thermal units 
during the scarcity of oils used in the 
manufacture of gas. The company is 
to make daily tests of the heating units 
of its gas and submit reports of these 
daily tests to the commission twice a 
month. The company is also to submit 
to the commission monthly financial re- 
ports, showing its revenue and operat- 
ing expenses. 
War Causes Increase. 

The increase was asked on the ground 
of the unusual expense incident to war 
conditions. The order is granted to be 
put into operation until further notice 
from the commission. 

In regard to the petition of W. E.

ARMED MEXICANS | 
INVADE EL PAS 


But Are Driven Across the 
River by Soldiers and Po- 
licemen—One U. S. Soldier 
Is Wounded. 


El Paso, Texas, January 25.—Forty 
armed Mexicans crossed the Rio Grande 
in the southern part of El Paso to- 
night. Soldiers and policemen armed 
with rifles were rushed tothe scene. 
Fifteen minutes later firing was still 
in progress. Private Linn, on out- 
post duty, has been brought in with a 
bullet wound in his body. 

After firing several hundred shots 
the Mexicans retreated across the 
river. A company of United States 
troops on guard-at the Sante Fe street 
international bridge fired at the re- 
treating Mexicans, but it is not known 
if any was hit. Patrols have been sent 
north and south along the river in an- 
ticipation of any attempt by Mexicans 
to rush the guard on the theory that 
the men on duty would be attracted | 
by the firing in El Paso.

GERMANY WON’T PART

New York, January 26.—(By Agssociat< 
ed Press.

“The people, as a rule, have been led 
to believe that the bill providing for 
a special war cabinet ie designed to as- 
sist and help the president and the ad- 
ministration in the general conduct and 
prosecution of the war.

legislation is given powers which will 
impair the president's powers and would 
withdraw from the president authority 
conferred upon him as commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy by the con- 
stitution of the United States, and for 
this reason the bill is unconstitutional. 
In other words, the bill proposes that 
this cabinet shoul dtake from the presi- 
dent powers and authority he now ex- 
ercises under the constitution of the 
United States, and which he has the 
right to exercise as commander-in-chief 
of the army and navy, and which he 
could no longer exercise if the bill pro- 
posing the appointment of a cabinet

Funeral Services of Atlanta 

Pioneer and Confederate 
Veteran Will Be Held on 
Sunday Afternoon. 


Major D. A. Cook, one of the oldest 
and most prominent citizens of Geor- 
gia and a confederate veteran, died 
Friday night at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. W. B. McCain, of College 
Park. He was 90 years of age. 

Major Cook was a gentleman of the 
old southern gsthool, courtly in his man- 
ner and gracious to those with whom he 
came in contact. 

In 1850 Major Cook came to Atlanta, 


then Marthasville, and established a 
mercantile business at the corner of 
Whitehall and Hunter streets. In July, 
1851, he married Miss Nancy W. Col- 
lier, daughter of Merrill Collier, of this 
city. He continued in the mercantile 
business until the outbreak of hostili- 
ties between the states, when he aban- 
doned it and left his home to enlist 
in the cause of the confederacy. 
Given Major’s Rank. 

In 1861 he w commissioned by Gov- 
ernor Brown as a major to drill the 
militia of Campbell county, and in 
September following was placed in 
command of the Third Georgia bat- 
talion which was attached to Stovall's 


brigade in Genera! Bates’ division. This ' 


division constituted part of the Ten- 
nessee army under the command of 
General Braxton Bragg. During the 
four years’ struggle he fought in six- 
teen. battles.

TENSION PANN 
FOR GREAT HIGHWAY 


Eastern Terminus at Charles- 
ton and Western at Memphis 
Proposed for Ga.-Ala._, 


A. J. Lawrence, of Menlo, Ga., and oth- 
ers interested in the Georgia-Alabama 
highway, from Rome, Ga., to Hunteville, 
Ala., are planning for an extension of 
the highway so that it will have its 
eastern terminus at Charleston, S C., 
and its western terminus at Memphis, 
Tenn. This is a total distance of about 
600 miles, 

A large part of the proposed route is 
already built, and the state highway 
commission this week approved of the 
project for the improvement of the 
route from Summerville to Menlo, ap- 
propriating $15,000 of the federal road 
appropriation to this work, which, with 
the local supplemental fund, ‘will mean 
an expenditure of $30,000 on the route 
from Summerville to Menlo. 

The engineering difficulties of the 
route approved by the commission aré 
considerable, inasmuch as much of the 
road to be improved leads up Lookout 


ridge. The Georgia-Alabama line ts on 
Lookout ridge, and Alabama has al- 
ready considered the improvement of 
the Alabama end of the road on the 
ridge. The rest of the r@ad for most 
of the way as far as Nashville, is al- 
ready in fairly good condition. 

Mr. Lawrence points out that this 
deep-water-to-deep-water route would 
be of immeasurable benefit, bisecting, 
as it would, a wide strip of unimproved 
territory to be benefited.

SHOWS IMPROVEMENT 


Conditions at the railroad freight 
depots continued to show marked im- 
provement during Friday, and if the 
Atlanta merchants keep up the good 
work of removing their goods as soon 
as possible after arrival 
pated that conditions will very nearly 
approach normal: again within c« few 
days. 

Investigation last week showed that 


it was chiefly owing to an accumula- 
tion of small shipments which had 
caused the congestion. This is still 
true, and, while some of the largest 
dealers in the city still have unclaimed 
goods lying at the depots, it is still 
necessary that every consignee, large 
and small, shall continue to make every 
effort to at all times get his goods out 
of the depots as rapidly as possible. 
Colonel Frederic J. Paxon, chairman 
of the public safety committee of the 
chamber of commerce, received a let- 
ter Friday written by Jacob Spiel- 
berger, of 165 Peters street. Mr. Spiel- 
berger claims that the fault for the 
congestion is due not so much to a de- 
lay on the part of the small consignee 
in removing his goods, but to failure 
of the railroad companies to notify him 
of the arrival of the goods. Mr. Spiel- 
berger cites a number of cases in his 
own experience where -he claims that 
goods lay in the local depots for sev- 
eral weeks, while he was anxiously 
waiting their arrival, and of whieh ar- 
rtval he had received no notification. 
Railroad officials state that this is 
not according to their system, as they 
make a custom of notifying the con- 
signee by mail on the arrival of his 
goods, and if he does not remove same 
within a reasonable time they follow 
the first notice with others at stated 
periods. Some of the local agents have 
also enlisted the telephone in their ef- 
forts to have goods removed during 
the congestion of the past few weeks.

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Regiments Will Be Reviewed ges 
At Half Hour Intervals Today 


325th Infantry Will Begin 
Series of Parades on Camp 
Drill Ground, and Other 
Organizations Will Follow 
Every Thirty Minutes. 


The first troop reviews staged at 
Camp Gordon in the past several weeks 
will be held Saturday morning, begin- 
ning at 8 o’clock, by the various regi- 
ments of the Bighty-second division, 
each of which will stage its review on 
the parade ground of the camp at half- 
hour intervals, according to an official 
order issued by authorities of the di- 
vision Friday. : 

This inauguration will be an entire 
ly new practice tn regard to the stag- 
ing of the big parades, which in the 
past were held in different parts of 
the camp at the same time. A sched- 
ule of reviews coming at half-hour, in- 
tervals has been prepared for the ex- 
ecution of the various organizations 
Saturday morning. 

The 326th igfantry regiment will pass 
review befose its commanding officer 
at 8 o'clock’ on the parade field of the 
camp. Following it at 8:30 o’clock the 
826th infantry will pase inspection in 
the same way, and the 827th and 328th 
infantry regiments will occupy the big 
parade ground at 9 and 9:30 o'clock, re- 
spectively. 

At 10 o'clock the 157th depot brigade 
will use the field for its review, and 
the ammunition train will join it in 
staging the pageant. The 157th artil- 
lery brigade will stage its review 
some time during the morning at a 
time and place determined by its com- 
manding officers, the order further 
states. 

All organizations are authorized by 
the same order to pass in review in 
columns of platoons with intervals and 
distances according to regulation prac- 
tice. In ~“alf respects other than the 
schedule of appearances for reviews, 
the staging of the big military parades 
will be the same as practiced at Camp 
Gordon for the past several reviewing 
occasions. 

The reason for the series of reviews 
on the camp parade field is probably 
the fact that the other grounds of the 
camp are for’ the most part covered 
with mud and that officials desire to 


use the one which is best fitted at this 
time for the passing of the soldiérs. On 
the other hand, it is stated, the new 
practice may be a permanent change 
in the method of staging reviews that 
wilt be maintained by those in charge 
of operations.
